Flohr, who appeared be­ 
fore the Council In February, 
presented information on costs 
of providing upgrading cross­ 
ings and installing barriers. 
"At the February meeting we 
discussed the closing of cross­ 
ings at Ave. J and Ave. O 
and upgrading the crossing at 
Castro (Airbase entry) with 
blinking lights and a bar­ 
rier, " Flohr said, 
"With a gate and flashers 
the cost would be $27, 960, " 
he said. "SP agrees to pay 
519,130 lf the City of Hondo 
wUl pay $8,830. " 
The superintendent point­ 
ed out that there is a state 
program which pays 90 per­ 
cent of tile cost of upgrading 
railway crossings, but at this 
time there is no money in the 


fund. 
Mayor George Brucks said, 
"I don't believe tile City can 
afford $8, OOO to get only one 
such barrier. If we can wait 
a few months to see if we can 
participate in the state pro­ 
gram, then I am all for going 


that route." 
In his presentation, Flohr 
pointed out he did not believe 
that lowering the speed lim it 
from 45 to 30 would prevent 
any accidents. 
"The major 
cause of all railway accidents 
is negligence on the part of 
the vehicle drivers, " he said. 
"This apparently was the 
cause of the Monday accident. 
The man thought, like so 
many persons have mistakenly 
thought, that he could beat 
the train. 
And the engineer 
of the train said he was going 
about 35 miles per hour. " 
M ice Chief Jerry W illiam ­ 
son suggested tire Council

Flohr, superintendent for the South- 


em Pacific Transportation Company, proved 


to be both straightforward and helpful in 


his presentation concerning company efforts 


to improve safety measures along the tracks 


in Hondo. 
He said, and I agree with him, that low­ 


ering the speed lim it from 45 to 30 w ill nor 


necessarily prevent accidents "as long as 
human beings are n e g lig e n t at the wheel 


and insist on beating the train .' 
Close investigation of all train accidents 


w ill not com pletely absolve the railroads, 


but it would be an eye-opener to the public 


to see how many could have been prevented 


had drivers observed a ll rules of caution. 
Flohr proposed erecting gates at the C as­ 


tro (Airbase) crossing at a total cost of 
$29,960, with the company footing $19,130 


and Hondo paying $8,300. But he then said 


that perhaps Hondo could receive aid from 


the state to pay for 90 percent. 
This is the route the Council took and, as 


an indication of the cooperation which now 
exists between the C ity and the SIJ members 


rescinded the 30 M pH ordinance.

George Brucks said, "I feel the company is 


sincere and we should do what we can to 


cooperate."

Dear Friends in Hondo, 
I am writing tills letter not 
as a spokesman for the ataman 
Catholic Church, but as a 
concerned friend.
